American Foreign Ministers.

Our diplomatic agents in Frunee
and Prussis, says The Army aud
Navy Journal, have won golden
opimons from the countries to which
they were acoredited during the recent
disturbances which have subjected
their skill and judgment to so severe
a test. The German Correspondent of
Birlin  expresses its regret at the
prospect of losing Mr. BANCROFT,
who has resigned his position and s
to return home. Of hun and of Mr.
WASHBURNE itsays: “America JI.]_JJ]K.'I.I.I‘:B
to be particuiarly happy in the choice
of the diplomatists who represent her
abroad.  Mr. WASHBURNE, the
American Ambassador in Paris, guin-
e golden opinions by his humanity
and kindness during the siege: and
even sines the conclusion of peace he
hus lnid many forcigners from differ-
ent countrics under deep obligations
by the valuable sarvices he rendered
them. In all these cases he was ae-
tuated solely by compassion and phi-
lanthvopy. Thus, m the depth of
winter he made arvangements in his
hotel for serving refreshments to un-
fortunate and indigent persons in well-
warmed apartments, Nor was this
the only way in which Mr. Wasn-
surNE exhibited that large-hesrted
benevolenee which gained for him the
approbation of the whele European
press.  We hope that Ameriea will al-
ways be equally lucky in finding dip-
lomatic representatives who, at ooe
and the same time, do honor to thoir
country and conguer for themselves
personally the esteem and gratitude of
other nations.”

Nimilar testimony comes from ob-
servers in France, smong whom is Mr,
H. LanoUucHERE, a member of the
British parlisment, who recently pub-
lished the diary of a *besicged resi-
dent in Paris.” * Diplomats,” he says,
“are little better than old women when
they have to act on an emergency.
Were it not for Mr. WASHBURNE, who
wns brought up in the rough-and-
ready life of For West, instead

The prices at which awards have

been made will in some cases be ruin-
ous to the contractors, or very binding
on the farmers. In some the
contracts may be filled and have a
small margin for profit after paying

the farmer a living price for his grain. | de

In other, and I think the majority of
cases, the farmers have got to sell at
prices that will not pay them the cost,
or the contructor will have to make a
loss upon his contract.  If the farmers
hore will be s little firm and not be in
too tuch of a hurry to sell, they will
dispose of all their grain at a” good
price. Freight teams will consume a
large amount. The Bradshaw mines
will bring a good many people into
the Territory this summer and fall,
and very much of the food that they
will consume has to be hauled on
freight wagons 200 miles or more.
The flour that they consume can be
hauled from here and be sold cheaper
than flour from any othersection, The
country is not favorable for the use of
ox-teams, and mules will have to do
the greater part of it. Wickenburg
and vicinity will consume one-half the
barley that will be for sale in Salt
River Vulley. The home consmmption
here will be four times as great as it
was last year. 1 do not know of one
wan in this valley who does not fael
certain that before the first day of
Jannary, barley will be waorth five
cents poer pound, and all that are able
intend to hold for s fair price. The
great bulk of the grain is raised by
men who are able to wait ontil they
can et u good price, aond they will do
it. The people will prepare to sow a
much greater beeadth of both barley
and wheat the coming season than they
have done this year,
pend npon the increase in the popula-
tion induced by the development of the
mines and other resourees of the coun-
try. Whether they will be justified
or not, will make no difference with
the orop this year, and will not make
the amount of grain less, that they
will sow. T am certain now, and it
will soon be demonstrated to the s itis-
faction of all, that this year the sup-
ply is not greater than the demand
